TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 4, 1919. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the First day of the Second Session of the Fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated the seventh day of 
January, 1919, the Clerk of the House read the Proclamation 
as follows:

Our Province of Alberta, WE DO WILL that you and each 
of you and all others in this behalf interested on TUESDAY, 
the FOURTH day of FEBRUARY NOW NEXT, at Our City 
of Edmonton, personally be and appear for the DESPATCH of 
BUSINESS, to treat, act, do and conclude upon those things 
which in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta by the 
Common Council of Our said Province, may, by the favour of 
God, be ordained.

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House 
and having taken his seat on the Throne was pleased to open 
the Session by the following gracious speech: 
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SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


‘“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“Tt gives me great pleasure to welcome you to this, the 
Second Session of the Fourth Legislature of the Province of 
Alberta. 


“Since we last met, the struggle of Great Britain and the 
Allied Countries against the common enemy has, through Divine 
Providence, come to a victorious conclusion, and the untiring 
efforts of all the peoples of the Allied Countries have been 
crowned with success. In this world-wide struggle Alberta’s 
part throughout the four and a half years has been an honourable 
and important one, through the sacrifices of over 45,000 of the 
flower of her manhood, and through the efforts of the civilian 
population to support the Army across the Seas. 


“During the coming year we will have the privilege of 
welcoming home the sons and daughters of Alberta, who on war- 
stricken battlefields throughout the world have been upholding 
the cause of civilization. My Government feels, however, 
that our duty goes far beyond the actual welcoming of our 
returned men and that a great responsibility devolves upon 
all classes of citizens to aid in the great work of the reconstruction 
period which has now commenced. Amongst other steps to 
be taken by my Government to assist in the general scheme of 
demobilization will be the establishment of a Bureau of Labour, 
for the purpose of creating employment offices in all the larger 
centres of the Province. These offices will be in touch with 
the general employment situation of the Province, and by co- 
operation with the employment officials who have recently 
been appointed throughout Canada, it is hoped that returning 
men will be placed in civilian life as quickly as possible after 
they are discharged from the Army. 


“With regard to the material prosperity of the Province, 
it may be stated that although the quantity of grain harvested 
in 1918 was disappointing, caused through the drouth in the 
Southern, and a severe frost in the Northern, part of the Pro- 
vince, yet the increase in mixed farming products was sufficiently 
large to offset any adverse balance compared with the year 
1917. 


‘““The epidemic of influenza from which the Province suffered 
in the latter part of 1918 has been, I regret to say, uncommonly 
severe, particularly in the more sparsely settled sections of the 
Province. Strong measures for contending with this disease 
were undertaken by my Government, and the splendid co- 
operation of the Boards of Health, as well as all classes of citizens 
throughout the Province, has had the effect of checking the 
epidemic and reducing the toll of life. This experience brings 
clearly to view the need of further health and sanitation laws 
and regulations throughout the Province. To this end legis- 


lation will be brought before you for consideration, which will | 
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have the object of bettering these conditions generally, and giving 
the matter of health administration a more prominent part 
in the Public Service of the Province. 


“You will be asked to consider other important legislative 
measures, including the giving of a larger measure of assistance 
to educational work through the medium of a liberal increase 
in school grants; provision for an increased construction pro- 
gramme covering public roads, bridges and buildings; the 
extension of toll and rural telephone lines throughout the Pro- 
vince, together with institutional and other works of a public 
nature. .The practical cessation of these works since the begin- 
ning of the war renders it necessary that a comprehensive 
programme of work be carried on this year, and it is also the 
hope of my Government that employment will thus be given 
to a fair proportion of the unemployed. 

‘As arranged during the last Session of the Legislature, 
the Prime Minister, together with other Members of my Govern- 
ment, attended an Inter-Provincial Conference at Ottawa to 
discuss the question of the transfer of the Natural Resources 
to the Prairie Provinces. Although no definite decision was 
reached by the Dominion authorities, intimation was given 
by the Acting Prime Minister of Canada that definite proposals 
would be made in this connection within a short time. 

“The Public Accounts for the last fiseal year will be laid 
before you, as well as Estimates for the amount required for 
expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


‘““LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province.” 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House.

“T have considered the usage of the adjectives ‘Standing’, 
‘Select’ and ‘Special’ with respect to Committees of the House 
in the Rules of the Legislative Assembly. I am of opinion that 
the adjective ‘Select’ used before the words ‘Standing Committee’ 
in different places in the Rules only points to the fact that such 
Committee is a select Committee, and not a Committee of the 
Whole House. The word ‘Select’ has clearly élsewhere another 
meaning in these Rules. In such places it means a Committee 


/ 
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created for special purposes, as opposed to a Standing or Special 
Committee. Thus, it is clear that under Rule 192 the quorum 
of a Standing Committee is the majority of its members, and 
that in Rule 210, the provision that ‘No Select or Special Com- 
mittee may, etc.,’ has no reference to Standing Committees. 
The use of the words in the Rules is not uniform, but the usage 
of other legislatures, a matter of prime importance, seems to 
me to be decisive in favour of the view I have taken above. 

“Tt is quite true that one of the ordinary rules of the Statutes 
is that a word should always be used in the same sense, and will 
be construed as if it had been so used. But this is a rule that 
yields readily to an express or implied contrary intention. It 
is, indeed, more of a rule for a draughtsman than for an imter- 
preter. 

“Tt must be remembered that the expressions under con- 
sideration occur, not in the Statute, but in the Rules, which are, 
after all, only the grand-children of the old English standing 
Orders coming to us via Ontario and elsewhere. As I have said 
before, this consideration seems to me decisive.

The Hon. Mr. Stewart, a Member of the Executive Council, 
by command of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor, laid on 
the Table of the House the Annual Report of the Superintendent 
of Insurance for the year 1917. (Sessional Paper No. 3.) 


The Hon. Mr. Stewart from the Special Select Committee 
appointed on Monday last to draft a Resolution of Condolence 
on the death of the Right Honourable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
presented the following Report: 


Resolved, That the Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Alberta desires to record its profound sense of the loss Canada 
and the Empire have sustained in the death of the Right Honour- 
able Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


For nearly half a century he was a member of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada. Combining a picturesque personality with 
charming manners, a vigorous and cultivated intellect with 
magical and fervid eloquence, and possessing the highest gift 
of leadership with prophetic vision, Wilfrid Laurier speedily 
became one of the most conspicuous and commanding figures 
in the House of Commons at a time when it comprised many of 
the Fathers of Confederation and an unusually large number 
of other men of notable talent and experience. From the first 
he displayed high parliamentary gifts, and was throughout 
his whole career a typical illustration of all that was best in 
British Statesmanship. . 
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For fifteen years he was Premier of Canada and was sponsor 
for the nation’s expanding life and development at the opening 
of the century which he claimed would be Canada’s century. 
He led the statesmen of the Overseas Dominions in the Councils 
of the Empire during his visits to the Diamond Jubilee aad the 
Imperial Conferences. Like the Fathers of Confederation he 
was passionately devoted to the exaltation of Canada and to 
the maintenance of British connection, and the greatest ambition 
of his life was to cement into one harmonious and united citizen- 
ship the two great branches of the Canadian race. 

After forty-eight years of public life he passes away full of 
years and crowned with honours, amidst a nation’s tears, one 
of the most illustrious men of his generation. The nations of 
the world will deeply mourn his passing, and Canadians will 
feel that his public and private life were models whose influence 
for good will extend to future generations.

Third—If a fraudulent agreement was substituted as afore- 
said or if any fraud was committed in connection with any of 
the said transactions, who was responsible for the same. 

The commission to consist of one Judge or more of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta and that the said commission shall 
in addition to all other powers have all authority and powers 
mentioned in Section 2 of ‘“The Act respecting Inquiries Con- 
cerning Public Matters,” being Chapter 2 of the Statutes of 
Alberta, 1908, and further that upon conclusion of the said in- 
vestigation and inquiry, the said commission shall make a 
report to the Lieutenant Governor in Council for the information 
of the Legislative Assembly of this Province. 

The motion was unanimously agreed to.

Ruling by Deputy Speaker Woolf: 

“On Friday last I was asked by several members orally, 
and by the Honourable Member for Lethbridge in writing, to 
give my opinion as to the report of the Public Accounts Committee 
acting as a Select Special Committee in the Boudreau enquiry, it 
being said by several members that this Committee, in deliberat- 
ing upon its report, had decided, when a demand had been made 
by a minority, not to allow a resolution submitted by the said 
minority, or the names voting for all the resolutions to be minuted, 
had in fact, not kept any minutes of its proceedings, and had | 
failed to record any resolutions proposed, or divisions taken, 
in an appendix, together with the evidence, and I am asked 
to rule if the said report of the Committee now upon the Table is 
in order. My opinion is, after carefully examining the author- 
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ities, though there is some diversity of opinion amongst them 
on details, that a Select Special Committee having power to 
send for persons, papers and records, in addition to taking evidence 
and reporting the same, should take and report minutes of its 
proceedings, when deliberating upon, and preparing its report, 
and that such minutes of proceedings should show any resolu- 
tions submitted whether agreed to or rejected, together with 
the names of all members voting for or against such resolu- 
tions. 

“T would call the attention of the House to the fact that 
it has not been the practice in connection with the Standing 
or Special Committees of this House to have the services of a 
clerk for the purpose of taking minutes of proceedings, or 
recording the names of members of the Committees voting 
for or against any resolution, and therefore it has not been the 
practice to keep any record of votes taken by such Committees. 
“It appears, however, that the shorthand reporter took 

down the names of the members voting for and against the 

report, and in my opinion this record should be deemed the 
record of the Clerk of the Committee, and be the record of 
proceedings required by the rules.”

3. That Mr. Boudreau was permitted to remove the said 
liquor from the said store without payment. 
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As to the first question there is no doubt. Mr. Boudreau 
has not claimed to be a privileged person and no evidence was 
adduced to show that he was such. 


The answer to the second question turns on whether the 
liquor was purchased by Mr. Boudreau or by Mr. Rowland 
or by the Dominion Drug Company, Limited. The Dominion 
Drug Company, Limited is a company incorporated under the 
Companies Ordinance and carries on a Drug Store at Edmonton. 
Mr. Rowland who is a registered druggist states that he is the 
manager of the company’s store and that he holds one share as 
a registered druggist. He is merely a salaried employee and 
was employed by Mr. Boudreau. He does not know who the 
shareholders, the directors or the secretary-treasurer of the 
company are and he takes his instructions wholly from Mr. 
Boudreau. Mr. Boudreau pays all the accounts. The cheque 
was signed with a rubber stamp bearing the words ‘The Dom- 
inion Drug Company, Limited,’ with Mr. Boudreau’s signature 
written in ink. The applications in all cases were signed by 
M. J. Rowland, and in almost all cases were sworn before Mr. 
Boudreau. In most cases the actual business in connection 
with the purchase of liquor was done by Mr. Boudreau. Out- 
side one qualifying share held by Mr. Rowland no one except 
Mr. Boudreau is shown to have any interest in the business 
and the entire control of the business was apparently vested 
in Mr. Boudreau. The transaction in question was negotiated 
by Mr. Boudreau personally and it was natural that Mr. Forster 
in the letter describing the transaction should speak of Mr. 
Boudreau purchasing the liquor. Your Committee therefore 
is of opinion that Mr. Forster was not substantially in error in 
stating that the Member for St. Albert purchased the liquor 
in question. 

The third question requires a fuller review of the evidence. 
Mr. Downie swears that on the afternoon of November 8th, 
1918, shortly prior to the closing hour Mr. Boudreau came to 
the Vendor’s Store and there made out an application for certain 
liquor on a form supplied by Mr. Downie. Mr. Boudreau 
then said he would send the cheque together with the applica- 
tion properly sworn on the following day but that in the mean- 
time he wished to take delivery of the liquor. Mr. Downie 
replied that Mr. Boudreau could not have the liquor without 
the money. Mr. Boudreau replied that Mr. Webster did that 
for him. Mr. Downie thereupon further stated: “I said Mr. 
Webster may do but I cannot. I turned the matter over to 
Mr. Webster and explained the circumstances.” Webster 
thereupon said in effect that it would be all right and Downie 
then assisted in putting up the goods and Mr. Boudreau remained 
until about 15 minutes later when the goods were delivered to 
a messenger who was waiting for them. ‘Two matters are 
conclusively established by the evidence namely: 

That Mr. Boudreau asked Mr. Downie to be permitted to 
remove the liquor before paying for it and that the liquor was 
actually taken away on the evening of November 8th. The 
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former statement is not denied by anybody and is corroborated 
by Mr. Forster who says that Downie reported it to him the 
same evening and complained very strongly about it. Mr. 
Forster in turn reported it to Mr. Douglas. The latter state- 
ment is established by Mr. Downie and his statement is not 
contradicted. Both Mr. Downie and Mr. Thompson are entirely 
disinterested and there can be no reason to doubt their veracity.

He was doing the work 
of an entry clerk and says, ‘“‘As far as I was concerned as an 
order was filled I was given this slip with the cash,” meaning 
by ‘‘slip” the requisition showing the liquor that was put up for 
delivery. He says that he made eight entries on Saturday 
the ninth before the Drug Company’s cheque was entered. In 
other words this was the ninth order that was filled on Saturday 
the 9th of November, and this House is absolutely at a loss to 
know how the liquor could have been delivered on the eighth, 
when it wasn’t made up for delivery until the 9th. 

The House therefore expresses its unqualified approval 
of the report and duly appreciates the consideration given the 
whole liquor problem by the Committee and its excellent recom- 
mendations to this House.

Whereas the Lacombe and Blindman Valley Electric Rail- 
way has defaulted in payment of interest on bonds guaranteed 
by the Province and the Province has been. compelled to pay 
$41,710.37 to date on account of interest on such bonds; 

And whereas the bonds of the said company were guaranteed 
without any evidence being furnished that the company had 
made provision to supply the balance of the money necessary 
to construct and equip the railway as required by section 8 
of the Act under which the said guarantees were made; 
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And whereas as a result the rights of the Province were 
not safeguarded and the promoters of the railway did not con- 
tribute any money to the company towards the construction 
of the said railway; 

And whereas the Province is now compelled to make a 
further estimated expenditure of $520,096.46 to extend and 
equip the said line; 

And whereas the Province has been notified that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Branch Lines Company will not meet any future 
instalments of interest on the bonds of the said company guar- 
anteed by the Province and the said total guarantees amount 
to $4,182,500; 

And whereas the Edmonton, Dunvegan «& British Columbia 
Railway Company has already defaulted in the payment of 
interest on its bonds guaranteed by this Province and the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer has paid the interest so in default amounting 
to $140,000 out of funds held by the Provincial Treasurer in 
trust for the construction of the said railway; 

And whereas the bonds guaranteed by this Province for 
the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway and amounting to 
$7,400,000. were sold nearly ten years ago and the said railway 
has not yet been completed and its revenues fall far short of 
being sufficient to pay operating expenses and overhead charges; 


And whereas it is common knowledge that the entire rail- 
way system commonly known as the McArthur Railways and 
embracing the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia 
Railway Company, the Central Canada Railway Company 
and the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway Company upon 
which this Province has guaranteed bonds to the extent of 
$18,820,000 is about to collapse unless negotiations now pending 
are successful and this Province is in grave danger of having 
to assume the burden of paying interest on the entire amount 
of the said guarantee; 


Now therefore this House expresses its grave disapproval 
with the policy of the Government in permitting railway pro- 
moters to exploit the credit of this Province without safeguarding 
the interests of the people and without insisting that the over- 
head charges should not exceed the actual cost of construction 
and equipment; 

And this House further expresses its deep regret that this 
Government is taking no steps to meet or remedy the serious 
danger created by the said policy.

district in need of railway facilities, the Government is to be 
commended for its policy of continuing the operation of the 
road and further extending the construction of the same; 


And whereas the Dominion Government for years has 
followed a policy of surveying and opening up for settlement 
and inducing settlers to settle thereon large tracts of land in 
this province far remote from railway connection and has refused 
to provide railway facilities to permit such settlers to market 
their produce and thus earn a livelihood; 

And whereas it was absolutely necessary that these settlers 
get relief from such conditions; 


And whereas the Government of this province by a policy 
of guaranteeing the bonds of certain railway companies enabled 
such companies to build several thousand miles of railways 
in this province to the great relief and benefit of such settlers 
and to the benefit of development and business generally through- 
out the province; 


And whereas the Government has a first mortgage on all 
such railways to protect the province against default in the 
payment of the interest or principal of the bonds and the rail- 
ways are well located and valuable security; 

And whereas the Dominion Government has tollowed the 
policy for many years of granting financial assistance to colon- 
ization roads such as those whose bonds have been guaranteed 
by the Government of this province; 


And whereas the Dominion Government owns all the 
Crown lands in this province and administers the same for the 
benefit of the Dominion, and the construction of said railways 
have enhanced the value of Dominion Crown lands and has 
increased the trade of the country and has generally been of 
great benefit to the Dominion of Canada; 


Therefore the Government is to be commended for having 
adopted the only feasible plan at the time avaliable to give 
relief to settlers and open up the country by railway communi- 
cation ; 


And this House does hereby recommend that the Dominion 
Government should grant further financial assistance to Bose 
railways so guaranteed by the Provinée.
